Changes Ruling on 


Cigarette Stamps 


Mr. Gates Decides Official 


Stickers May Be Affix- 


ed to Cellophane 


LITTLE ROCK—New regulations on 


stamping and cancelling stamps on 
cigars and cigaretes were issued by 
David A. Gates, commissioner of rev- 
enues. The regulations supercede a 
previous order and permit use of 
stamps on cellophane wrappers. 


October 1 the commissioner an- 


nounceds that 
cellophane, wrapper 


must be removed from cigarettes and 
stamps affixed to the wrapper. This 
was followed by a protest from the 
manufacturers, who contend that the 
cellophane wrappers protect their pro- 
ducts in keeping them fresh. The 
rule was suspended temporarily. 


The new regulations provide that 


cellophane wrappers may be roughen- 
ed with sandpaper or other similar 
material, so the stamp may be secure- 
ly affixed, or that glue or other sol- 
vent may be used. The commissioner 
said he has found that stamps may 
be securely affixed to packages in this 
manner without removing the cello- 
phane wrappers, but dealers, if they 
prefer 
may remove the cellophane 


and attach stamps, 


"The manufacturers appreciate the 


care and consideration shown by Mr. 
Gates in this matter," Grover T. 
Owens, who represents many of the 
larger cigarette manufacturers, said. 
"It is a fair regulation and the man- 
ufacturers are well pleased and will 
pledge 100 per cent co-operation in 
enforcing the new order." 


Mr. Owens said that the manufac- 


turers estimate that cigarettes with- 
out the cellophane wrappers lose one 
per cent of their strength in four 
days, compared with 42 days for this 
same deterioration where the cello- 
phane is used.

"It's active fall student list this year 
is 322, a gain of 60 over last fall, and 
its total this year including summer 
students will be 750, against 631 last 
year.

An affectionate scene involving Mrs. 


Lc Roi, Mis Samuelson and a man in 
the party was related to Phoenix au- 
thorities by a woman who had at- 
tended the party. Her name was not 
revealed. It was established J. J. 
Halloran, wealthy Phoenix 
lumber- 


man, 
had attended the party but po-» 


lice made it clear Halloran was not a 
suspect. He was questioned concern- 
ing the attitude of Mrs. Judd toward 
the two women. 


The theory of jealousy continued 


paramount throughout investigations.

A terrific 
explc'ion resulted, hurling her across 
the room and burning her face and 
arms horribly. Miss Webb was knock- 
ed down.

Schuster 
collapsed 
shortly 
after 


hearing the verdict, but was revived 
and taken to Tombs prison. The ver- 
dict carries a penalty of 20 years to 
life imprisonment. 


The killing occurred, testimony giv- 


en, at the trial disclosed, when Mrs. 
Schuster threatened to have her hus- 
band jailed for failure to pay alimony 
pending her suit for separation. 


Schuster said he remembered pulling 


the trigger of his pistol only once, al- 
though other witnesses said that six 
shots were fired. The dancer said 
"everything went dark" after firing 
his pistol until he found himself out- 
side the building. He then put the 
weapon to his forehead, he said, in an 
unsuccessful 
attempt 
at 
suicide. 


Schuster pleaded temporary insanity 


The jury deliberated seven and a 


half hours. Judge

fixed October 30 as the date of sent- 
ence.
